DISORDER DRAWS REAL PENALTIES. 

A French court-martial has sent four directors 
of the Krupp works to prison for long terms, for 
having incited the clash between their workmen 
and French soldiers on March 81st. Fourteen cf 
the workmen were killed in the fighting, and the 
French court is in the position of punishing Ger- 
man directors for indirectly causing the death of 
German employees. The trial will not likely cause 
any better feeling between the two races in or out 
of the Ruhr, but it may make for orderliness in 
the occupied zone. Had the French authorities 
done nothing, or had the sentences of the court 
been nominal, that would have given the impres- 
sion that they were afraid to protect their own 
troops and to enforce their own orders. Rioting 
under those circumstances must have become the 
normal condition—with probably a far greater 
loss of life sooner or later. 


A HOPEFUL SLUMP. 


It is reported that during the first month the 
new system has been in operation the Government 


liquor vendors in Edmonton and Calgary have | 


taken in only about half as much money for liquor 
sold directly to consumers as they took in during 
the preceding month for sales made to druggists 
The falling off is in part accounted for by the fact 
that the druggists had stocks on hand which they 
have been using to fill prescriptions, and the 
working of the new arrangement cannot be fairly 
judged until these are exhausted. There, is how- 
ever, in the heavy drop in the sales, room to hope 
that the vendors may be filling fewer perserip- 
tions for people whose ailments ara imaginary 
than the druggists were formerly asked to do. If 
that is the case, the less the vendors take in the 


better. Money that is not spent in booze is likely | 


going for boots, clothing and groceries, or be- 
ing saved up as capital which will be put into 
productive enterprise of one kind or another, The 
Jess waste there is the more wages there will he. 


BOTH OUT OF POCKET. 


The general manager of one of the big imple- 
ment companies told a committee of Parliament 
that last year his firm sold self-binders at a loss of 
#68, and that the year before they did not come 


much nearer to making ends meet in that branch 
of the business. The prices charged for the ma-| 
chines of course were far higher than in pre-war) 


days. But the cost of production was also far 
higher, and the small number sold could not be 
made to carry the charges on the invested capital, 
management expenses and selling costs, This in- 
formation will not make things easy for the

So long as he does his) 
price-fixing lone-handed, and not in combination | 
with other makers, he is not creating a monopoly manufacturers 
in respect to any essential commodity, but is only 
saying what particular people shalll pay for their| 
fastidiousness. The farmer who grows a special! ® 
variety of wheat or cabbage is surely entitled t0| gc 
get whatever anyone is willing to pay him for it, 
so long as he does not go into collusion with other 
wheat growers and try to starve the consumers 
into paying famine prices for flour or sauer- 
kraut. A manufacturer would seem to be sim- 
ilarly entitled to name the price at which a re- 
tailer shall sell his products when they are of a 
fancy brand, and when the purpose and effect is 
not to boost the prices of ordinary brands by 


combine methods: If Parliament will prevent 


consumers being held up for what they have to 
buy, by competition-killing agreements among 
producers and dealers, those who prefer to pay 
fixed prices for luxuries may be left to take care,

In such cases the balance still 
owing on their holdings will be extended over a 
thirty-four year term, payable in equal annual) 
instalments, including interest, It is said that in|} 
no instance will the yearly payment amount to 
more than seven per cent, of the purchase price of 
the farm. That, of course, is good business for 
the railway, for it will keep traffie-producers on| 
the land who otherwise might, and likely would, 
be driven off by a combination of successive crop 
failures, deflated prices and increased costs of 
operation. But it is none the less a timely and 
needed measure of relief for thousands of hard- 
pressed farmers in the dry belt, and a practical 
stroke for the restoration of better times all over 


the West. It is announced that some thirty 
thousand farmers will be affected by this ‘‘
